and do good unto them that deſpightfully uſe them. And you ſay 
in your Alcoran, That Feſus ſhall be a Witneſs in the day of Fudgement, 
ageinft ſuch as obey not his Law; then do not you' believe he will 
be a Wicnefs againit you, for diſobeying his Command and Law, 
who hate- not only them you think your enemies, 'bur: thoſe that 
neither think nor do you harm, and take them Captive, and'rob 
and: ſpoilthem of their Goods; and beat them becauſe they will 
not be defiled with yeur men, and give you more 'mony for their 
Ranſom than they are able to give. 

And again Hahomet faith, chap. 3. pag. 34 That Jeſus ſaid, who 
ſhall ſuſtain the Law of God in my abſence? and the' Apoſtles anſwered 
him, Werwill ſuftain the Law of God in thy abſence, &c. And there- 
fore why do not.you believe in the Law of God, according to Je- 
ſus and the Prophets; for Jeſus Apoſtles declared againſt ſuch men 
as burned.intheir Luſts one towards another, men with men; and 
who knew the Judgementsof God was upon them that committed 
ſach Ts and. that they. were worthy of Death, arid yet did 


not.only ſach things, but had pleaſure in them that did them ; 


and. therefore you Txrks thar'do ſuch. things, are Judged by the 


gear Gad, and all his Holy Prophets, and Jeſus Chriſt, and his Apo- 

les, to Act contrary to Gods pure, juſt, holy,righteous Law, and 
they are Witneſſes againſt you, as isalſo your own 4lcoran. 

And now, conſider O ye Tarks, The great and holy-Eternal God, 
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who tmade the World arid all-rhings therein,” he is Lord of Heaven 


ati& Earth; afd greatKing over all; and dwelleth not in Temples 
made with hands, but in Temples of Peoples hearts, neitheris he 
Wotſhipped with mens hands z he giveth to all breath, life, and all 


things; that they might ſerve'and worſhip him, and he hath mage 


of one Blond all Nations of men, for to: dwell on! the face of the 
Earth; and hath determined the times before appointed, and the 


"bounds of their Habitations,andall ſhould ſeek afrer the Lord,who 


fiſts Heaven and Earth, who is not far from any people, and now 
commands all men every where to repeng.; becauſe he hath ap- 

oifited a day in which he will Judge the World in Righteouſneſs; 

nd therefote how can you doahy Violence againſt your own fleſh 
antbfoutd, ſeeing that God hath'made of one Bloud all Nations of 
'men, arid commands yon to do unto alf men, as you would have 
them do unto you, yea and to love one/another, and to love ene- 
mies : and therefore it is the Devil that ſeduces you, and makes 
you hate both your Friends and Enemies, and your own Fleſh and 
Blond. And alfo the Erernal God of Truth commands, That Pray- 
ers and'Supplications be made for all men, who would haye all men 
to be ſaved, and cometo the knowledge of the Truth, and there- 


. fore you ought not to deſtroy them, nor to hurt them, which you 


cannot hurt, if you truly pray for them :+ For the: Lord hath 
commanded his Prophet Ezekze/ to fay unto the People, As 7 live 
ſaith the Lord, I have no pleaſare inthe Death of the Wicked, but that 
the Wicked turn from his Wicked ways and live : Therefore tarn ye, 
tar ye from your evil ways, for why will ye Die, for I have no pleaſure 
in the Death of him that Dieth, ſaith.the Lord God of Truth, therefore 
turn your ſelves to the Lord and ye ſhall Ilivefor the Lord God that Crea- 
tedrhe Heavens and the Earth,and ſtretched them out ; he that ſpread 
forth the Earth, and that which comes ont of it, he that giveth breath 
to the People upon it, and Spirit to them that walk therein, his Law 
and Covenant, and Light is to be minded and &pr that he hath given 
to the Nations, ſo that every one that hath Breath, may praiſe the Lord 
in his Covenant of 1 ight ; for in the hand of the Lord is the Soul of eve- 
ry living thing, and the Breath of all mankind. And the Lord opens 
unto them that obey him, his good Treaſyre; that they have' the Bleſ- 
ſings from above and alſo from below ; and he is the Lord God of the ſpi- 


rits of all fleſh, and therefore all are to worſhip and ſerve him in the 
| Spirit 
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Spirit aud Truth; who is the. Lord God of their Spirits: And, he was 
ihe Tent ber of Adaiti and Eye, ard as long as hey kept wider his Teagh- 
ings they were happy'-but when they forſook Gods Teaching, and fol- 
lowed the Divils #hd Sathans Teaching, who led them from God into 
corruptions, filthinefs, uncltanneſs, and into. Diviſions. and'to deſtroy 
one another ;\ but-: atcording to Gods Promiſes and Prophets, the Seed 
of+ the Woman is come to'brmiſe the Serpents head : and :s-the Speaker 
and Teacher again-to is People by it, as he was to Adam and Eve in 
Paradice ; >'Gtory and Praiſe to the Great and Eternal God for Ever. 

And God by his Prophets ſaid, That he would por ont of his Spirit 
upon all Fleſh: And-Jeſus Chriſt ſaid, That God was a Spirit, adibe 
that Worſhip ins, muſt Worſhip him in Spirit and Truth : 'And now

They all embraced me very kindly in their Arms when 
they went aſhore. They made one Riſing in the Boat when 
going aſhore, the which I prevented ; and we parted with a 
great deal of love.
